In doing so, he managed to come 
down against the two things— 
democratic elections and domestic

EDMONTON’S 118 AVE IS ONE 
of the city’s most notorious thor- 
oughfares. Hookers, johns, 
drunks, drug dealers and police 
are familiar sights in this area, 
which has seven schools within a 
two-block radius. Young girls on 
their way home from school are 
often approached for sex, mistak- 
en for the school-aged prostitutes 
who work those same streets. 

A couple of years ago, a group 
of angry girls between the ages of 
twelve and seventeen blew a fuse, 
initiating a vicious attack ona 
woman who they perceived to be 
a hooker. 

The woman was walking down 
the street at around midnight, 
dazed, shoes in hand. One mem- 
ber of a group of girls hanging out 
decided to punch the lady and 


__ knock her to the ground. Group 


mentality led to more of the girls 
getting involved, kicking the 
woman and at one point even 
dancing on her face. 

The woman was, in fact, the 
dazed victim of a recent sexual 
assault. But had she been a pros- 
titue, it would hardly have miti- 
gated the crime. So how should

the girls’ crime be addressed? 

The three main offenders, all 
under the age of sixteen, were 
handed a unique sentence, which 
the victim of their crime had a 
hand in determining. Through the 
Youth Restorative Action Project 
(YRAP), the consequence was con- 
structed to foster a little empathy 
for the prostitutes that the girls 
claimed to hate. 

YRAP is a justice committee 
unique to our city. It was formed 
by the inspiration of Yasmina 
Semanac, a teenaged 
Serbian/Canadian who managed 
to escape her war-ravaged coun- 
try. The YRAP panel is run by 
youth who work with the courts 
to determine sentences for young 
people involved in “hate crimes 
and crimes of significant social 
issues.” 

In this case, the panel called on 
Mark Cherrington, a youth work- 
er involved in YRAP and with 
Youth Menace, a radio show on 
CJSR about young offenders and 
the criminal justice system. Youth 
Menace is hosted by youth and 
exists to give voice to the often 
silenced young offender popula- 
tion — Cherrington often takes 
these kids straight from the Law 
Courts to CJSR where they can 
answer questions and discuss 
their situations, unedited and on 
air. “Somebody described [the

The docu- 
mentary, Children and Prostitution: 
Victims, All of Us, is as interesting 
and honest a portrait of the situa- 
tion as you're ever going to get, 
kind of like when Harmony 
Korine, a youth himself, made the 
movie Kids, though here there is 
not an ounce of fiction or conjec- 
ture. 

The voices represented in 
Victims are all children and all 
girls. We meet a sixteen-year-old 
pimp who chews unendingly on 
candy because she’s trying to get 
off crystal meth; and a child pros- 


titute who met her pimp by naive-

On the con- 
trary, the docu 
mentary is pep- 
pered with origi- 
nal urban music, 
explicit songs all 
written by street

piece is well-executed, though the 
voices of the girls couldn't be 
more raw and uncut. 

“It’s a testament, not a mes- 
sage,” says Cherrington. “At the 
end it goes back to the philosophy 
of Youth Menace: you may agree or 
disagree with what's being said, 
but the bottom line is that you cer- 
tainly have to respect it, and it 
needs to be listened to.”

about the antagonistic nature of 
parking enforcement, from both 
sides. 

“We actually sent the script to the 
Vancouver parking enforcement 
division, and they absolutely loved 
it,” he says. “They opened their 
doors up and allowed our art depart- 
ment into their offices and the locker 
rooms. They have a room that has all 
the different uniforms from the start 
[in 1957] all they way through to the 
present day.” 

To heighten the authenticity, 
Carlson includes person-on-the-street 
interviews with real people voicing 
frustration with parking fines. He 
also had his actors job shadow 
Vancouver enforcement officers so 
they could witness firsthand the con- 
frontations that are part of the job. 
“They’ve had quite a few situations 
where people have tried to make 
contact, to find out who someone 
isrevenge-motivated things where 
someone had ticketed someone a few 
times. [The Department] purposely 
rotates them on their routes,” he says. 

Employees also shared some leg- 
endary tales. 

“There was a story [ heard,” 
Carlson recalls, “about an enforcer 
who got in a tiff with someone in 
Ottawa and he started to personally 
ticket her vehicle. I guess this was 
before they rotated on routes or 
maybe they don’t rotate in Ottawa, 
but the person came up to this 
womans truck and went to put the 

ticket down and got an electrical 
shocke 

“This woman had a friend hook 
up a power pack from an electric 

fence to the windshield wiper. She 
had everyone up on her [office] floor 
watching. That's pretty malicious. 
The fact that you can get a crowd of 





people to enjoy this kinda tells you 
the general attitude towards these 
[workers].” 

Carlson wanted the fictional sub- 
culture of the parking enforcer to 
come alive through the characters, so 
he sought actors with an improv 
background. Over three months, 350 
actors were auditioned in Vancouver, 
Montreal and Toronto. Carlson want- 
ed ample room to deviate from the 
script. 

“The big rule I had for everybody 
was everybody stays in the scene no 
matter what,” he explains. “We get 
lost, you forget your lines, it doesn’t 
matter—that’s where the gold poten- 
tially is.” 

In one scene, a drunk enforcement 
employee tries to pick up the fictional 
documentarian while he’s interview- 
ing her at the bar. Although it wasn’t 
in the script, Carlson told the actress

ON A MARCH DAY IN 1974, 
Louis I. Kahn, one of the greatest 
architects of the 20th Century, died 
of a heart attack in New York's Penn 
Station. For some reason, Kahn had 
crossed his home address off his 
passport, so his body went unidenti- 
fied in the city morgue for three 
days. Not only his wife and daugh- 
ter were in attendance at his funeral: 
two of his mistresses, each of whom 
had a child by him, came to pay 
their respects. 

One of those children was 
Nathaniel Kahn, the director of My 
Architect, a wonderfully flawed 
inquiry into an extraordinary life by 
someone with more than a little 
vested interest in some of the 
answers. 

The basic biographical material is 
compelling enough. Louis Kahn 
was born at the turn of the 20th 
Century in Estonia, where he suf- 
fered a childhood accident that left 
him with permanent physical scars. 
Transplanted by his poor parents to 
the U.S., where he showed an early 
talent for visual art and music, Louis 
had a hard time finding success in 
his chosen field of architecture, 
despite the fact that he worked 
obsessively. 

He was in his fifties when he was 
invited for a residency in Rome, 
where he discovered the inspiration 
for his later work in the monumen- 
tal and timeless ruins of the ancient 
world. Structures such as the Salk 
Institute in La Jolla, California and 
the Kimbel Gallery in Houston, 
Texas established his reputation for 
creating buildings that were as 
much works of light and space as 
concrete and glass, but the trade-off 
for his great genius seemed to be a 
dire lack of practicality that saw him 
die’ bankrupt, with some of his most 
cherished projects—like a syna- 
gogue in Jerusalem—left unrealized. 
His personal life was no less imprac- 
tical, but his mistresses and illegiti- 
nate children appear to have loved 
him as much as his acknowledged 
family, “

apt use of time-lapse photography 
to show how each building seems 
composed in harmony not just with 
the surrounding landscape, but with 
the elements. It’s telling that many 
of the interviewees fight back tears 
reminiscing about Louis. 

Nathaniel interviews his father’s 
two mistresses, both architects 
themselves, as well as his two half- 
sisters, but turns up little in the way 
of recrimination over Louis’ uncon- 
ventional morality. Nathaniel’s 
exchanges with his own mother are 
half-hilarious and half-heartbreak- 
ing, as his unsubtle probings around 
her feelings for Louis evoke startling 
candour and motherly scolding in 

measure. 

Fact is, Nathaniel’s approach to 
his documentary is sometimes mis- 
guided, when it’s not outright ham- 
fisted. He talks to a few obliging but 
uninformative Philadelphia cab dri- 
vers who piloted Louis around, 
interviews that conclude in leading 
questions to “help” the cabbies 
remember his dad. In a couple of 
instances, Nathaniel conceals his 
identity so he can spring it on 
unsuspecting interviewees on cam- 
era for a little extra drama. 

As annoying as his tactics can be, 
Nathaniel’s fumbling quest brings a 
human scale to the towering 
achievements his father left behind, 
a living remnant of the “short, ugly 
Jew with the funny voice” whose 
creative vision and spirit ran far 
ahead of his common sense. 
Nathaniel has the humility to show 
himself rollerblading around the 
huge plaza of the Salk Institute, or 
repeatedly chasing the paper 
yarmulke that’s blown off his head 
as he visits holy sites in Jerusalem, 
or to announce in voice-over that he 
was attacked by an angry monkey 
and contracted dysentery on his first 
day in India. 

The final scenes, shot around the 
otherworldly capital building Louis 
designed in Dhaka, Bangladesh, 
underline the way the film’s 
strengths overmatch its weaknesses. 
Nathaniel’s attempts to impose 
meaningful conclusions on his quest 
seem forced, but the tour of the 
astonishing building and the talk- 
ing-to he crop Bangladeshi 
architect the spiritual power 
of Louis’ work provide an eloquent 
finale. 5

VAN HELSING 1S AWASH IN 
atrocity, but not the fun fright-flick 
kind you'd hope for. Rather, it 
amounts to the long torturous death 
of Universal monster movies at the 
hands of a hack. 

OK, maybe that's a bit dramatic, 
but this “film’ is basically a $200 
million dollar (including marketing) 
special effects resume with less plot 
and character development than the 
action video games it imitates. It’s 
sucha calculated collection of style 
gestures over-edited to an obnoxious 
score, you feel punch-drunk by the 
time the 132-minute carnival of stu- 
pidity ends. 

The film was originally planned 
as a sequel to Coppola’s 1992 
Dracula, with Anthony Hopkins 
reprising Van Helsing, so obviously 
much has changed. This rock ‘n’ roll 
Van Helsing played by Hugh 
Jackman has romance novel looks, 
tons of ‘tude, catchphrases aplenty, 
high-tech gadgets, and a wacky friar 
sidekick, played by David Wenham 
(Faramir in Lord of the Rings). He's 
little more than a pastiche of 
Vampire Hunter D., James Bond, 
Batman, Clint Eastwood, Neo, 
Wolverine, and Fabio (nice hair, 
ass!). 

When he’s not trying to discover 
his real identity, Van Handsome 
tracks down monsters for the 
Vatican. There’s a James Bond scene 
where he’s outfitted with the latest 
monster-fighting tech to prepare 
him for greatest challenge yet: 
Dracula. Richard Roxburgh (The 
League of Extraordinary Gentlemen) 
garishly overplays the count as a 
brooding whiner determined to 
bring his undead offspring to life. 
For some reason his three brides 
have laid thousands of Alien-like egg 
sacs that won't hatch unless he runs 
electricity through Frankenstein, the 
monster he helped created, who has 
since disappeared in a windmill fire, 
courtesy of the local villagers. 
What?!? Franken-electric alien eggs? 
Don’t vampires simply bite humans 
to make more vampires? 

Despite having the resources of 
werewolves, Igor, and a lab full of 
industrious little creatures pilfered 
from Star Wars, the Count’s plan just 
won't work without old Stitchface. 
Despite having nearly every vam- 
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pire power imaginable, though, 
Drac doesn’t have the wherewithal 
to look in the burned-out mill. 
Luckily, Van Helsing’s slightly 
more intuitive with the help of Anna 
Velarious (Kate Beckinsale), who's 
the last in the line of a family of vam- 
pire hunters. She’s got a personal, er, 
stake, in killing Dracula, but the 
character really exists to titillate 
teenage boys. Like any practical 19th 
Century vampire hunter, she sports 
21st Century salon-perfect hair and 
make-up, high heels, and a corset so 
tight it’s a miracle her chest didn’t

Every last frame of film stock in 
the movie is dedicated to eye candy, 
no matter how unlikely, unneces- 
sary, or unoriginal a scene may be. 
Granted, there are some fantastic 
effects and amazing make-up work 
in the movie, particularly 
Frankenstein's and the brides’, but so 
much of it’s just cinematic wanking. 

Watch Van Helsing fly through 
the air while firing his guns in slo- 
mo, Matrix-style, then turn into a 
werewolf and scrape his claws on 
stone a la Wolverine, and later, burn 
the body of a fallen comrade, similar 
to the end of Return of the Jedi. With a 
laugh-out-loud image of said com- 
rade appearing in the clouds, as in 
the The Lion King, writer/director 
Stephen Sommers (The Mummy, The 
Mummy Returns) manages to out- 
cheese The League of Extraordinary 
Gentlemen, which is a monumental 
task. 

Considering the stature and influ- 
ence of the original Universal mon- 
ster movies and the 73 years of film 
history since Dracula and 
Frankenstein, it’s stunning that 200 
million dollars buys a soulless pile of 
dung like Van Helsing. Then again, 
which is more depressing: that 
Universal would try to revive their 
monster movie tradition by handing 
the reigns to a clown like Stephen 
Sommers, or that a clown like 
Stephen Sommers churns out 
movies that are popular enough to 
keep him employed?

Kitchen Stories, from the 
Norwegian director Bent Hamer, is 
very much like a piece of IKEA fur- 
niture; simple, yet meticulously well 
designed. And like IKEA furniture, 
the functionality of design is part of 
a greater lifestyle that includes a dry, 
dry sense of humour and a hint of 
deep melancholy punctuated by 
moments of bittersweet joy. 

And it all takes place in a kitchen. 
The (fictional) Home Research 
Institute of Sweden has studied the 
Swedish housewife and saved her 
thousands of miles of foot travel 
over the course of a year’s cooking, 
and cleaning, simply by observing 
her patterns of behaviour and map- 
ping the optimal kitchen layout for 
efficient housework. Now, the 
Institute wishes to replicate that 
research in single men—this time in 
a rural town in Norway. 

Researchers are to be sent to 
observe their subjects daily, watch- 
ing them like lifeguards in high 
chairs with clipboards in hand. 
Observers are not to interfere with 
the subjects, in order to maintain 





neutrality. At night they are to 
return to their egg-shaped trailers, 
which are parked outside of their 
hosts’ homes. Folke (Tomas 
Norstrom) is one researcher, sent to 
observe the surly Isak (Joachim 
Calmeyer), a bachelor farmer. 

At first, Isak doesn’t even allow 
Folke into his home, never mind let- 
ting him set up station in the kitchen. 


Quirky Kitchen Stories mines 
Scandinavian paradoxes 


The Institute promised Isak a horse 
in exchange for his participation, 
and all he receives is a wooden one, 
a souvenir of Sweden. 

Grudgingly, though, he allows 


Folke to watch him. Folke writes 
down whenever Isak gets a cup of 
water, or gives his-friend Grant 
(Bjorn Floberg) a haircut (complete 
with ear-hair singeing!)- He observes 





him doing the laundry, setting, 
mousetraps, smoking a pipe, taking 
a bath. Anything but cooking a meal, 
actually. The research is not going as 
planned 

And it’s not going any better at 
the other homes. Another 
researcher has started drinking with 
his host, and soon enough Folke is 
sharing his tobacco with Isak and— 
gasp!—having conversations. It 
turns out that both farming and 
sociological fieldwork are lonely 
occupations. 

How is it that Swedes can be both 
no-nonsense and highly emotional 
at the same time? Kitchen Stories, 
with its grizzled Swedish men and 
slate blue/green colour scheme, 
should be repressed and mutely 
stoic, yet it manages to convey the 
warmth of friendship and a gentle 
rebellion against conformity. 

Hamer and his cast are able to 
capture the muffled emotional lives 
of these characters without getting 
mushy about it, through little ges- 
tures like Isak worrying about his 
horse, or Folke dressing more and 
more like his host as time wears on.

Unfortunately, that someone is not 
first-time director Matthew Ryan 


nat to his alcoholic brilliant novelist 
ofan estranged father (Kevin 
Spacey) or his poorly delineated 
mother (Lena Olin), and not to his 
ex-girlfriend’s family. Apparently no 
one thought they should get a quali- 
fied mental health professional 
involved. 

For some reason, Leland begins 
trying to explain it to Pearl Madison 
(Don Cheadle), a teacher at the juve- 
nile detention facility where he’s 
incarcerated for his crime. Pearl is a 
frustrated novelist who initially. sees 
in Leland a hot ticket to literary fame 
if he can get to the bottom of the 
lad’s unprecedented act of violence. 
After spending time with Leland, 
and surreptitiously setting him up 
with a notebook and pen, Pearl dis- 
covers not the monster-spawn of a 
privileged, emotionally deadening 


childhood, but a perceptive, enig=:, 


matic soul adrift in the false morality 


and:alienation of his arene 
ae whil arieyor a: 


backdrop for Leland’s interactions 
with Pearl and his scantly character- 
ized fellow inmates, you wonder 
why an actual psychologist wouldn’t 
be available to get tothe bottom of 
Leland’s problems. If Hoge has 
something to say about the way 
social institutions respond to teen 
violence, he's leftifcompletely 
unsaid in his film. 

Hoge does, however, want us to 
sympathize with Leland and practi- 
cally pulls a hamstring delineating 
how perceptive and soulful yet dis- 
sociated héis. Ultimately, the exer- 
tions to counterweigh the awfulness 
of Leland’s actions with his gentle 
inner qualities yield a totally unbe- 
lievable character, a cipher onto 
which Hoge can project his serious 








intentions. 

If he'd really wanted us to take his 
movie seriously, Hoge would have 
thought twice about casting Don 
Cheadle. Cheadle is a likeable actor- 
who has done good work in the past, 
but he has yet to carry a movie on the 
strength of his performance, I could 
go on about how his relationship 
with Leland is forced and phony, but 
I’ll just mention how distractingly 
unnatural Cheadle looks in his stu- 
pid hair and glasses. 

It’s too bad that serious intentions 
don’t make good movies, or Hoge 
would have a gripping drama on his 
hands. As it is, The United States of 
Leland tries to say too much and 
ends up barely saying anything at all;

Nobel laureate’s Dialogue at Studio Theatre

DIRECTOR GOESTA STRUVE- 
Dencher feels he’s only scratched the 
surface in his production of Gao 
Xingjian’s stylized play Dialogue and 
Rebuttal, opening at Studio Theatre. 

“Ideally we could take six months 
and work our way through this 
complicated piece of theatre about 
theatre,” he says, underlining 
Dialogue and Rebuttal’s status as a 
classic example of Xingjian’s intellec- 
tual “cold literature.” The versatile 
Nobel Prize-winning writer was cel- 
ebrated for his internationally 
acclaimed novel Sou! Mountam. 

The play presents significant pre- 
sentation challenges: it’s a demand- 
ing hybrid that fuses Western mod- 
ernist (even surrealist) theatre tradi- 
tion with a French structural-linguis- 
tic sensibility (the dissident play- 


wright lives in France) with Asian 
philosophy, spirituality and the per- 
formance tactics of Chinese Opera. 

“It’s all too easy to make the play 
puzzling, standoffish and needlessly 
alienate the audience. The notes of 
the play encourage you to make the 
first half of the work very naturalis- 
tic,’ says the German-born director 
who's mounting this demanding 
work as a partial fulfillment of his 
Master of Fine Arts directing thesis 
at the U of A. 

Starring U of A graduates 
Jonathan Christenson and Beth 
Graham as an uncomfortable man 
and a woman desperately attempt- 
ing (and failing) to connect in con- 
versation after a casual sexual 
encounter, and local contemporary 
dance artist Sonja Myllymaki as an 
enigmatic Zen monk, the play pre- 
sents “a real challenge for the 
actors”, says Struve-Dencher. 

“They need to develop their char- 
acters beyond the words they say, 
but are faced with a surreal text that 
doesn’t always follow from what's 
already happened. Yes, the play isn’t 
naturalistic, but it is very human and 
based on core human instincts often 
forcing the actors to shift from one

emotion to another in a moment.” 

In effect, Struve-Dencher sees the 
play performing in a Zen-like man- 
ner, challenging audience and per- 
formers to explore “what is life” via 
a tangible shock to the status quo— 
just as a “Zen teacher might rap their 
student on the side of the head” to 
make a spiritual point. 

“Even though the couple and the 
Zen monk present two different 
paths in the play, you have to be 
careful to not see either side as the 
‘right’ path. In a way it’s all about 


the expectation he'll take over his 
dad’s successful car dealership, 
marry his pregnant girlfriend 
Daphne and become a pillar of his 
small community. 

Clint on the other hand meanders 
aimlessly through life, burdened by 
a lack of parental expectation. His 
dad's an alcoholic collector of histor- 
ical firearms. He carries with him the 
added burden of a strict and crip- 
pling spiritual outlook. It’s a recipe 
for tragedy. 

Over the course of the play, inci- 
dents in Clinton and Kyle's friend- 
ship with Danny are revisited in 
flashback. A high school presenta- 
tion on Nirvana complete with flash- 
lights and Kurt Cobain head; truly 
funny and bizarre sexual fantasies 
involving midgets, Liz Phair and 
Ginger from Gilligan’s Island; and a 
decisive fight all litter the bleak emo- 
tional landscape. 
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paradox and a brilliant writer writ- 
ing about the impossibility of being 
able to put the truth into words,” he 
says. 

“This is as profoundly spiritual as 
work as you can get without believ- 
ing in God.” 

While the playwright has spent 
most of his life at odds with the 
Chinese government and is a high- 
profile exile, Struve-Dencher doesn’t 
want Xingjian or his oeuvre to be 
interpreted only via a political filter. 

“While he is a political writer, he’s 
political only in the broadest sense; 
in the way [Samuel] Beckett or [Jean- 
Paul] Sartre were political,” he says. 
“Im the end he’s profoundly individ- 
ualistic and has clashed with the 
Chinese government as much for his 
aesthetic use of modernism than on 
partisan political grounds.” 

Given the historic complexity of 
Xingjian’s use of language, Struve- 
Dencher has devoted a tremendous 
amount of attention to the play’s 
text, working with the English lan- 
guage translation by Gilbert Fong, as 
well as perusing a German transla- 
tion by Sasha Hartmann and careful- 
ly parsing the original Chinese text 
line by line with Jimmy Lam.

The performances are excellent.

DEBBIE STOLLER, CO-FOUNDER, 


co-publisher, and editor-in-chief of 
- _ the third-wave feminist magazine 
BUST, is a devout knitter. The co- 
author of The BUST Guide to the New 
Girl Order and the holder of a Ph.D. 
from Yale-University in the psychol- 
_ ogy of women, Stoller recently pub- 
___ lished Stitch 'n Bitch: The Knitter's 
___ Handbook, the first-ever hipster knit- 
ting guide. Designed for modern, 
open-minded creative cats, this is the 
definitive needlework book that con- 
tains everything you need to know 
about the craft, doctrine explaining 
why knitting isn’t just for old ladies, 
and awesome patterns that will no 
doubt inspire you to grab some 
sticks and go for it. 

Stoller comes from a long line of 
Dutch knitters, but as she explains in 
the opening chapters of the book, the 
craft was a long time coming for her: 
she rejected her knitting roots before 
getting in touch with them. “Unlike 
my grandmother, | didn’t need to 
know how to knit,” Stoller says. 
“And soon the world began telling 
me that I'd be better off not knowing 
how... Taking their cue from Betty 
Friedan’s influential book The 
Feminine Mystique, feminists were 
claiming that anyone who spent her 
days cooking and cleaning and her 
nights me tn sewing... was 
frittering her life away.” 

A talented friend urged Stoller to 
give the 








sticks another try, but “knitting just 
took too long. It required patience 
and an almost painful attention to 
detail.” It is true, at first: knitting is 
painstaking and complicated, but 
once you get past the initial trial of 
casting on and completing the first 
few rows, your hands get into it, the 
click of the sticks creates a rhythmic 
backdrop for your own speed and 
process, and knitting becomes a 
completely enjoyable, relaxing, med- 
itative experience. Geeky? Only 
because of the stigma attached to 
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knitting. Even the most ice-cold bitch 
around would have to admit that 
there is something wholly soothing 
and satisfying about the process, and 
the thrill of creating your very own 
scarf or knee-socks will become 
nothing less than addictive. 

“Slowly, like some kind of sense 
memory, my hands began casting 
on stitches with a deftness and agili- 
ty I didn’t even know they had,” 
writes Stoller. “[I] felt a sense of 
exhilaration. It had finally clicked! 
My hands and my body 
and my brain and my 

eyes had finally gotten 









always done as we did in the work 
of our fathers?” 

And with that, Stoller decided to 
‘take back the knit’. She organized 
the first NYC Stitch ‘n Bitch group— 
an open forum where women or 
men interested in learning how to 
knit could mingle and share their 
knowledge. She explained the many 
inspiring aspects of knitting to any 
and all that would listen. She wrote 
about it, “with no shame or ironic 
edge,” in BUST magazine. And then 
she published this book. 

Stitch ‘n Bitch is an extremely intel- 
ligent guide: every detail of how to 
knit is well researched and written 
in easy-to-comprehend modern ver- 
nacular complete with pop-culture 
references and cute, kitschy, arty 
illustrations. Even the chapter titles 
are tongue-in-cheek and witty: 
“Getting Knitty With It” and “Oops, 
I knit it Again,” for example. The 40 
patterns included in the book are 
cool, modern and stylish: Ribbed- 
for-her-pleasure Scarf, Adults-only 
Devil Hat, Punk Rock Backpack, 
Pippi Kneestockings, and Skully 
Sweater are my favorites. It’s also 
written with passion, honesty, and 
love. Stoller’s explanation for why 
young ladies are taking up the sticks 
once again is smart and sound, and 
reminds us that the gendered nature 
of the craft is one of the most beauti- 
ful things about it: every time you 
take up the needles, you’re connect- 
ing to generations of women who 
have developed the craft over cen- 


turies.

T-Model isn’t sure of his 
real age (somewhere in the early

conviction (he served two years) and 
innumerable brushes with the law. 
Even after picking up that guitar and 
making a go of it as a musician, he 
still revels in the reputation of being 
a bad man, a womanizer, a hard 
drinker; that’s at least part of the 
appeal for people who buy his 
records.

Growing up, it was common to 
find young Cedric banging away on 
the kit at Junior Kimbrough’s juke 
joint. The 12-year-old would play at 
Kimbrough’s until three am and get _ 
up for school three hours later. By 
the time he was sixteen, he had 
earned the drum chair behind R.L. 
and Kenny Brown, and he aban- 
doned his schoolwork. He's 
appeared on four of the elder 
Burnside’s records and seven oth- 
ers, including the North Mississippi 
Allstars Shake Hands with Shorty. 
R.L. Burnside calls Kenny Brown 
his adopted son, but it was the rela- 
tively unknown North Mississippi 
bluesman Joe Callicott who first 
took Kenny Brown under his wing. 
At age ten, Brown was at Callicott’s 
house every day after school, learn- 
ing guitar as he absorbed the 
~ sounds of Otha Turner's fife and 
drum band, a fixture at picnics held 
across the street from Kenny's 
home in Nesbit, Mississippi. By the 
age of 18, he'd worked with 
Mississippi Fred McDowell and har- 
monica player Johnny Woods. He 
has spent 25 years as R.L. 
Burnside’s right-hand man, playing : 
rhythm and slide guitar, and now 
fronts his own part of the show with 
Burnside’s grandson, Cedric. 
Musician Magazine calls Brown 
“simply the best white slide player 
you may ever hear.” He's just 
released Stingray, his debut as a 
bandleader, on Fat Possum.

Yeah, it’s unbelievable. I have a lot of 
girlfriends who are like 27, and I’m 
like, dude, it just gets so much 
fuckin’ better. You just won't believe 
your life. Gail [Greenwood from L7] 
is the first one to have convinced me, 
and my friend Jann Arden. She's a 
very dear friend and a great mentor 
and I really look up to her. She said: 
“Biffy, it just keeps getting better.” 
And I’m like, “I believe you.” 


I believe that too. But I had such a 
hard time when I was 29... 
Oh I know. I was a fuckin’ retard 
until I turned 30 years old. Honestly. 
I mean, I still make a lot of bad 
choices, but now I kinda embrace 
that they're bad choices. The melo- 
drama has ended. Even when there 
is intense melodrama, I just go, 
“Well I'm gonna go get my orange 
_juice at the grocery store.” 


My friend describes trying to live 
your life as an artist as difficult 
because all you have to guide you 
sometimes is a sense.

LET THE SLIDE GUITARS MOAN 
and the harmonicas wail: the Labatt 
Blues Festival has just revealed its 
lineup for 2004. The Blues Fest will 
take place Aug 20, 21, & 22 at the 
Heritage Amphitheatre in

The 2004 performers include:

You've got a nice balance this year, 
with a number of lesser known but 
rising stars in the mix. 

Blues Fest organizer Carrol Dean: 
Well, I think it’s also one of our 
strongest lineups ever. And I’m real- 
ly excited about some of the acts, 
because once again we have acts that 
have never ever set foot in 
Edmonton before. Like Angela 
Strehli, Steve James out of Texas, 
and Sista Monica Parker I don’t 
believe has ever been here. 


And then you've got some name 
recognition acts booked like (gui- 
tarist and brother to Stevie Ray) 
Jimmy Vaughn... 
And James Cotton, Roomful of 
tues... Did you get the chance to 
see [zydeco singer and Bluesfest per- 
former] Chubby Carrier when he 
was in town last week [at the 
Sidetrack]? It was so awesome. I 
have to tell you: they bring up a 
woman from the audience, just 
someone to put the rub board on, 
and the rub board player plays the 
person who's wearing the rub 
board. That's pretty funny, but in the 
second set the guy gets another 
woman up there and she doesn’t 
want to turn her back to him. So 
she’s facing him, the rub board’s on 
his back, and he’s playing her. 
Literally: it was like the steamiest rub 
board playing I’d ever seen. 





That sounds apropos for a hot 
August night. You must really 
enjoy it when the audience comes 
across a new act like that—is that 
part of the fun for you? 

We improve every year, and more 
people come, and more people come 
back because of acts like that. And 
they’re coming from all over North 
America; we've got people we know 
that are coming from California and 
Texas just to hang out. We take the 
responsibility of turning people onto 
this stuff and educating them quite 
seriously.”

Bigwig delivers hardcore 
with some thought and tenderness

IN HIS REVIEW OF BIGWIG’S 
latest album, 2001’s An Invitation to 
Tragedy, a colleague deemed the 
edgy New Jersey punk outfit practi- 
tioners of “non-threatening hard- 
core” that girls find easily accessible. 
Buy this album, he said, “if you like 
ice cream, puppies, hardcore.” 
Guitarist and vocalist Tom Petta, 
speaking on the phone from Barrie, 
Ontario, is a bit amused at the 
description. “I understand what he’s 
saying, but the girls that I hang out 
with listen to threatening hardcore 
too,” he laughs. “We've all grown 
up around what he’s calling ‘threat- 
ening hardcore.’ You know what? 
We've never tried to be a hardcore 
band or tried to be a punk rock band 
or tried to fall under any sort of 
label. We're fans of heavy music; 
we're fans of hardcore and punk 
rock and old thrash metal, but it 
doesn’t necessarily mean we want to 
emulate all the bands we listen to.” 
Hardcore isn’t the best description 
of Bigwig’s sound, and there is 
something, well, sensitive about the 
band’s stage presence. Consider 
Bigwig’s set at last year’s Grind Tour 
stop at Red’s: Petta— between songs 
that swerved between aggressive 
punk, light hardcore, and pop—ten- 
derly apologized for the segregation 
of the all-ages audience into drinkers 
and non-drinkers (“Oh my God, 
they’ve got you herded like cattle 
over there. I'm really sorry about

that...”), as well as for the unilateral 
actions of the neo-conservative-dom- 
inated U.S. government. 

Petta doesn’t like to pigeonhole 
his band’s sound, but he offers his 
best description of what you can 
expect to hear at a Bigwig show: “1 
guess what it is is the sum of a 
bunch of different influences—some 
heavy, some pop we like to spin in 
The Descendents are actually a huge 
influence in our writing style in the 
sense that they can play a complete 
pop tune and do it really well and 
then they can do a song like “Hurtin’ 
Crue” and it’s almost like a hardcore 
song.” 

Another audible influence on 
Bigwig’s sound is the political-punk 
of Manitoba's Propagandhi. Petta is 
not eager to, “Force any certain 
beliefs down anybody’s throat,” but 
Bigwig has been known to channel 
anger musically towards political 
issues, including those who display 
their disapproval of abortion 
through militant actions (Unmerry 
Melodies’ “Pro-Life Taker’), those 
who distort religion to excuse hatred 
(Invitation’s “Thinning the Herd”), 
and general apathy. 

Petta explains: “I feel Americans 
are-very uneducated in general 
about politics but are affected daily 
by it and by their mis-education and 
lack of caring about what's going on 
around them—including myself.” 
Bigwig is not about indoctrinating 
their audience in a particular ideolo- 
gy, Petta explains; however, “We'll 
touch on subjects that personally 
affect us or affect our friends or the 
people we know.” 

As the political machinery begins 
to transform our neighbours to the

south into an electoral battleground 
yet again, where political interest 
groups like the Club For Growth 
and the NRA take on MoveOn.org, 
the AFL-CIO, and the Sierra Club, 
Petta looks favourably on attempts 
to encourage more civic participa- 
tion at the voting booths this 
November. Punk Voter—the organi- 
zation founded by NoFX’s Fat Mike 
that aims to register punks to vote 
and incite fury against the Bush 
administration—is a collective that 
Petta is strongly considering joining. 

“T think it’s awesome to see, espe- 
cially a successful band like [NoFX], 
which has taken it this far, such that 
[Fat Mike] can have such a strong 
opinion and be heard. And I think 
it’s a great opinion, and I think it’s 
good food for thought for some peo- 
ple who think opposite [to] Mike.” 

Bigwig is in the middle of a jaw- 
dropping 44-city Canadian tour, of 
which the Grind Tour is only one 
segment. Their gig at Starlite is cer- 
tain to be a fist-raising, head-bob- 
bing (but hopefully not bone-break- 
ing) good time. As my interview 
with Petta winds down, I offer hima 
lame “break a leg out there!” “Don’t 
say that,” Petta laughs; “I already 
did that on stage once!”

Former economics major 
satisfies demand for fine Jazz

AS ANY MUSICIAN WILL TELL 
you, it rarely makes economic sense 
to pursue music for a living. You'd 
think that someone with a degree in 
economics would realize that music 
is an iffy business at best. “Maybe,” 
says Laura Crema on the phone 
from her home in Vancouver, “but I 
think, especially in the arts, you have 
to follow your heart... I fell in love 
with jazz and those incredible voic- 
es. | like the beauty of economic the- 
ory, but dance and music—I love 
those.” 

Crema graduated Simon Fraser 
University with a degree in Fine and 
Performing Arts, and Economics. An 
accomplished dancer and choreog- 
rapher, she brought a love of jazz 
with her to the Banff Centre where 
she had the opportunity to work 

— with such veteran performers and 
jazz educators as Sheila Jordan and 
Jay Clayton. 

“What an amazing, inspirational, 
and affirming experience that was. It 
was such a treat to work with some- 
one with such a connection with the 
music,” enthuses Crema about her 
experience with Clayton. “She has a 
love and respect for jazz and the cre- 
ators of the music and feels that it is 
her responsibility to pass that along. 
She helped me to explore the whole 
aspect of storytelling through music 
and the techniques of breathing and 
phrasing. Her approach was so gen- 
tle and understanding, which is a 
good thing when you're dealing 

~ with young artists. The other thing 
she had me focus on is the lower 
register of my voice.” 

And that is exactly is where 
Crema shines. Her debut recording, 
Almost Blue, focuses on ballads that 

. showcase her lower register and the 
nich tonal texture she possesses. The 
album was recorded at the Banff 
Centre with the help of pianist 

David Restivo and bassist Kodi 








Hutchinson. “I spent about a day 
and a half in the studio in Banff,” 
Crema says. “We spent about 12 
hours recording the basic tracks... 
Kenny Werner played piano on 
‘Stormy Weather.’ Later, we added a 
few tracks with some Vancouver 
musicians, including Miles Black.” 

Covering the range from Cole 
Porter to Elvis Costello, Crema 
brings a level of confidence and 
emotion into these classic songs that 
belies her age. “I’ve been performing 
for seven years, and the scene here 
in the Lower Mainland is pretty 
good. You can gig here and there at 
the hotels and stuff but, like most 
musicians, | supplement my income 
with other things: I teach a bit, have 
the occasional day job—that sort of 
thing.” 

For her Edmonton debut, Crema 
will be working with pianist George 
McFetridge, bassist John Gray and 
Lyle Molzan on drums.

THE FIRST WEEK OF MAY MARKS THE 
division between folk “club” season and 
“festival” season. Folk clubs and venues 
wind down for the summer and festivals 
gear up. 

The year has seen an incredible array 
of talent in the Edmonton area. The Arden 
Theatre and Festival Place posted banner 
years. The Sidetrack Café presented 
numerous shows geared to the folk/roots 
crowd, and the Sugarbowl emerged as 
an intimate music venue. 

A little reflection is in order, and Peter 
Pirquet (Full Moon Folk Club) and Bill 
Werthmann (Northern Lights Folk Club 
and Mapletree Music) offer their take on 
the scene: 

“A pretty good year over all,” says 
Pirquet; it “wasn’t our best ever, but we 
put on 16 shows and only had a pair with 
less than half-full houses. My favourite 
was Tom Phillips, followed by Lynn 
Miles, and then the show with Kieran 
Kane and Kevin Welch. Chip Taylor and 
Carrie Rodriguez were up there as well. 
The scene is very, very healthy, with 
more venues opening up to the music 
and with people coming out more than 
ever before. It makes you wish there 
were more weekends in the year.” 

According to Werthmann, “Crowds 


were great this year: Wehavealoyal 


audience and did a couple of co-produc- 
tions with the Arden. UHF really was 
spectacular, and Lennie Gallant was fan- 
tastic. |'m a firm believer in that old 
Hollywood cliché: ‘If you build it, they will 
come,’ and we all have been building this 
scene for years. Our focus is to make the 


experience as good as possible for the 
artist. In turn, the artist is motivated to 
give a good performance and everyone 
wins.” Werthmann wears another hat, 
too, as the founder of Mapletree Music, 
where he is committed to the promotion 
and development of acoustic-based roots 
music. “Mapletree did five shows this 
year, but it's more of a multi-faceted 
thing with booking and artist develop- 
ment. We really try to avoid competing 
with the other clubs and venues so we're 
looking at doing Sunday and Thursday 
shows among other things.” 

And cooperation seems to be the 
order of the day. Both Pirquet and 
Werthmann touched on it and mentioned 
the co-production that will kick off their 
respective seasons next September. The 
bill will feature David Francey, along with 
Kieran Kane, Kevin Welch, and Fats 
Kaplan. In the meantime, both plan to hit 
as many summer festivals as possible. 

However, the season isn't quite done 
yet. The Uptown Folk Club has their “Stay 
Tuned” double bill coming up this Friday 
at Woodcroft Hall. Steve Gosse will be 
working with Murray Schneider and the 
New Twisted Pickers. The other half of 
the show will feature Bob Jahrig with 
guests Marc Ladoucer, Terry Knutson, 
Brad Jahrig, and Rob Hughes. Uptown 
concludes their season May 28 with an 
open stage.

Calgary punks connect globally 


BELVEDERE 


TALKING TO THE BOYS IN BELVE- 
dere is about as much fun as back- 
packing around the world, only you 
don’t have to worry about waking 
up ina dingy hotel room missing 
one of your kidneys. Lately this 
Calgary-based punk band has been 
jet-setting their way across the globe, 
promoting their fifth energy-injected 
album, Fast Forward Eats The Tape, 
and the young quartet has had 
enough adventures in Europe, 
Japan, and South America to 
impress any Albertan. 

“We've been touring like mad- 
men, it’s true,” guitarist Scott Solo 
laughs over the phone from 
Germany, where the band is situated 
at the moment. “Europe has been 
amazing, and it is a lot different than 
playing in Canada, especially since 
we run into a new language zone 
every four hours that we drive.” 
Aside from the ever-changing lin- 
guistic landscape, Solo notes that 
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touring over the pond also involves 

“a lot of beer,” especially in places 
like Germany where a pint of frothy 
brew is actually cheaper than a can 
of pop. But, of course, he’s not com- 
plaining about these kinds of cultur- 
al differences. “People here really 
take care of bands well, and the hos- 
pitality is just amazing,” he enthus- 
es. “Everyone seems to have less atti- 
tude, and they seem to be really 
open minded about music—espe- 
cially about Canadian bands. 
Holland, Belgium, Germany, Spain, 
and Italy have been amazing for us. 
We've never sold so many CDs; the 
shows have been incredible; the kids 
here just go crazy and have a good 
time.” 

Not all foreign audiences have

Not yet, but 
Belvedere are 
working on

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shown their affection for Belvedere 
in such an outspoken manner, 
though, and Solo admits getting 
familiarized to worldly rock customs 


hasn't always been easy. “In Japan 
the audiences were very, very 
strange,” he remembers with a 
chuckle. 

“They have the most polite cul- 
ture I have ever seen. Nobody talks 
between songs because they are very 
attentive and want to hear every- 
thing you say—the audience stays 
completely silent. We didn’t know 
what to do, so we were just all 
uncomfortable up there going, ‘So, 
uhhh... what's going on? Do you 
guys like stuff?’”

Learning to Krall 


Getting into the swing of 
jazz-lite appreciation

THE JAZZ SOLO IS, FOR SOME 
audience members, a tricky thing: 

do you clap just tobe polite, out of 
convention, or do you reserve your 
praise for playing that leaves you 
truly moved and impressed? Most 
people err on the side of social con- 
vention, clapping politely as the 
drums pick up where the guitar left 
them, waiting for the drums to end 
to clap again while the stand-up bass 
does its thing. 


Such was the scene at Monday 
night's (May 10) Dianna Krall show, 
though there were a few transcen- 
dent moments of feeling and authen- 
ticity—on behalf of both the crowd 
and the performers. 

Krall and her band, consisting of 
Anthony Wilson on guitar, Robert 
Herst on stand-up bass, and Peter 
Urskin on sparkly-red drums, imme- 
diately set to playing and didn’t take 
any sort of pause until after the third 
song, wherein something clicked 
and you could feel the energy really 
start to flow between the players and 
the audience. Herst and Wilson 
cracked smiles and looked at the 
crowd while Krall got the first of 


many laughs from her willing audi- 
ence with the lyric: “stop this 
world/let me off/there’s too many 
pigs/in the same trough.” 

The next song earned some of the 
night's loudest applause when she 
informed us that it’s a song she co- 
wrote with her husband. “His name 
is Elvis Costello,” she laughed, obvi- 
ously aware of the shadow in which 
she sometimes gets cast. The title 
track from her most recent release 
The Girl in the Other Room is struc- 
tured, arranged, and written exactly 
like an Elvis Costello song, begging 
to be sung by the man himself. 

A few songs later, however, Krall 
proved her own mastery in doing 
great justice to the often ill-covered 
Tom Wait’s song “Temptation,” 
which swung nicely with the bend 
of an almost Hawaiian-sounding 
guitar and peppy drums. On the 
heels of “Temptation” was an Irving 
Berlin song—“Oh thank god she’s 
gonna play a standard,” she joked-a 
bossa nova style number that didn’t

bite as well as the previous two 
songs. 

Krall seems to be at her strongest 
with songs that are simpler and 
slightly melancholy. “East of the Sun 
and West of the Moon,” a cheery, 
mid-tempo standard jazzy number 
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for example, seemed less authentic 
next to some of Krall’s quieter 
pieces. 

Her voice is soothing and throaty 
and clear, seemingly void of any 
annoying tones, doing great justice 
to her own songs not to mention a 
cover of Joni Mitchell's “Black 
Crow.” 

It was an evening full of laughs: 
Krall’s dry wit keeping, us enter- 
tained and charmed between songs 
Of note was her story of studying 
witha particularly disciplined and 
grumpy but extremely talented jazz 
pianist who left her feeling like a 
character from A League of Their 
Own: “there's no crying in baseball; 
there's no crying in jazz!” she 
lamented, her comic timing as punc- 
tuated and curious as her playing. 

Her encore, “Departure Bay” left 
the audience in a daze, yearning for 
a glass of that red wine she men- 
tioned, sea air, and a home on Salt 
Spring Island.

THEY HAVE A 
way of pushing production that makes 
the recording sound sweet and simple 
although you know it was probably a 
pain to multi-track all of it. (They use up 
to three different singers, together or 
separately.) They have a wide variety of 
influences, from folk to grunge to dub 
(their previous album, /n Our Gun, 
boasted some of the bumpiest stuff I've 
ever heard). 

What they don’t have is consistency. 





And it’s a damn shame, because they 
can come up with tne catchiest riff in the 
world to open a song and then kill it 15 
seconds later with the dullest of verses 
Split The Difference falls into that trap 
again. | say “again” because the material 
on /n Our Gun and Liquid Skin suffered 
the same weakness—building a strong 
base and then muddling it over semi- 
interesting lyrics and verses that didn't 
quite connect with their catchy chorus- 
es. But there're enough solid sounds on 
Splitto make it worth the price: “Do 
One" has a shimmering crunch; “We 
Don’t Know Where We're Going” and 
“Chicken Out” could easily be on a Foo 
Fighters album; and “Me, You and 
Everybody” is a nicely done little ballad. 
But, all in all, Gomez pushes it a bit with 
13 tracks: if they'd cut two or three 
superfluous songs, it would've made the 
album a more coherent work (albeit a lit- 
tle on the short side). 

Not a bad effort—far from it. But it 
still says a lot about a band when their 
most interesting album is a collection of 
b-sides and rarities (Abandoned 
Shopping Trolley Hotline).

CONTINUING IN THEIR ADMIRABLE 


quest to piss off rare record collectors 
everywhere on one hand and continue to 
smartly ride the New York revival on the 
other, Soul Jazz scores again by bring- 
ing the sound of Konk to mainstream 
audiences. 

Konk formed around 1980 as a num- 
ber of young, white, New York hipsters 
kept bumping into each other at all of 
the same jazz and Latin clubs, punk 
shows, art installations, and hip-hop 
parties. Anchored by Dana Vicek, a jazz- 
obsessed California transplant, Konk 
took the DIY ethic and produced a 
hybrid of every kind of music: the sunny 
and delightful “Soka Loka Moki” took an 
afrobeat—straight from Fela records— 
as a base to improvise on; while “Your 
Life” fused dark electro-pop to funk and 
salsa music. (“Love Attack” and “Baby 
Dee” are still highly explosive and are 
consistently sampled by hip-hop and 
house producers.) 

While this collection isn't as experi- 
mental or as distinct as Soul Jazz's 
recent Arthur Russell compendium, it 
reflects yet another important piece of 
New York's music history. Konk man- 
aged to represent everything about New 





York. They weren't afraid to push square 
pegs into round holes as long as the 
result was funky. In their heyday they'd 
frequently play parties with Soulsonic 
Force and Mantronix (who also recorded 
for Sleeping Bag Records in his early 
days). Similarities between Konk and 
Talking Heads or the Lounge Lizards 
exist, but Konk was more about making 
the party move and less about avant- 
garde dogma. 

So we thank Soul Jazz again, for this 
is the kind of music that deserves to be 
shared and experienced by—and partied 
to—by as many people as possible, 
rather than sitting on the shelves of a 
privileged few.

WHILE NOT ALWAYS RECOG- 
nized nationally, Edmonton’s hip-hop 
scene is much like those in other com- 
munities in Canada: we have passion- 
ate people who try to represent the 
potential of our community. Their 
efforts, whether big or small, affect 
our scene in such a way that if they 
were removed from the picture we 
would notice a significant difference. 

So here we are, with the first install- 
ment of urban Remix: E-lympia, and 
the million-dollar question is... who 
are these passionate individuals who 
continually try to create awareness 
about Edmonton and strive to put us 
on the map? More importantly, why 
are these individuals so integral to the 
community? 

While the answer to the latter of the 
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two questions will become more clear 
with each installment of this column, 
if you have a second or two to spare I 
can shed a little bit of light on the 
“who's who” of Edmonton’s hip-hop 
scene. 

While the roles of MCs, retailers, 
and promoters are important and can 
never be overestimated, in urban 
music it is the DJ who is the backbone 
of the culture. Whether it be turntab- 
lists, like DJ Dice and Weez-L, club 
DJs like Shortround & Echo, or cam- 


















pus/community radio DJs—who 
provide a dialogue for the sound of 
the culture—the D] is the foundation. 

Next in the equation we can work 
in MCs and the producers. With the 
hype of the film 8 Mile, which has 
trickled on longer than expected, 
everyone and their mom wants to 
rap. But in 2004, what separates the 
fly-by-night-freestyle-Friday-fanatic 
from people in-it-to-win-it is, of 
course, the work ethic of those who 
lose sleep crafting the perfect verse 
and finding ways to market their 
product. 

In this area of the culture, 
Edmonton has always struggled to 
establish a solid regional identity. 
Some of our past representatives have 
been nominated for JUNOs, and oth- 
ers have toured nationally, but in 2004 
the nation is still skeptical about the 
City of Champs. 

But, with the likes of Erl-Dot sign- 
ing to Uncle Howie Records out of the 
US and touring Europe, Epic getting 
exposure in Exclaim Magazine, and Hi- 
Calibre’s Karnage set to represent 





Edmonton on an EP distributed 
nationally by Universal Music, all that 
will change in a matter of time. 

But Edmonton is still looking for a 
sound to call its own. In the process of 
finding a flavour that may set us apart 
from Vancouver, Winnipeg, or 
Toronto, we've stumbled upon slept- 
on beatsmiths with competitive pro- 
duction skills. Yes, some have merely 
patterned themselves after the flavour 
of the month, but there are others 
who have dared to be different, like J- 
Soul working the US underground or 
Aliby lacing MCs from Toronto with 
a beat or two. From the acoustic hip- 
hop backdrops of SmashtBenz to the 
sample heavy/lyric-focused sounds 
of DJ Nato, Edmonton definitely has 
some heavy hitters behind the boards. 

But, what's urban music without 
fashion to compliment it? Well thanks 
to retailers like Foosh, UBU, and 
Soular, Edmontonians have outlets 
where they can see what the latest 
trends are. We've all seen an outfit in 
a music video and then sought it out 
at one of these shops. Be thankful, 
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though, because not so long ago ther: 
were only a handful of these stores. 

And, of course, many of these 
places double as hubs for communi- 
cation where one can find out about 
up coming events through a flyer or ; 
poster, hear local and independent 
mix-tapes and albums, or strike up a 
conversation witha sales clerk—who 
is probably an artist as well and can 
tell you a little more about the com- 
munity. (Definitely one of the pros to 
being ina smaller, tight-knit commu- 
nity.) 

Don’t forget: we all need places to 
wear our funky get-ups to. Rooms in 
Edmonton where you can hear urba: 
chart toppers could be anywhere 
from Cristal Lounge to the Joint to 
The Backroom Vodka Bar; for those 
who just want to lounge while appr 
ciating lyricism should check out the 
Black Dog ona Tuesday night. 

So, for a city with no urban radio 
station, no artists signed to major 
labels, and no videos in heavy rota- 
tion, we seem to have a lot going for 
us. Just think, in the last six months 
we ve seen Busta Rhymes, 50 Cent & 
G-Unit, and, most recently, hip-hop 
legends Pete Rock & CL Smooth. 
We've also held Alberta’s first ever 
hip-hop summit—collecting 950 Ibs o/ 
food for Edmonton's Food Bank in 
the process—and sent three of our 
own to represent us at the 2004 
Canadian Music Week Showcase in 
Toronto. 

Things you may not have been 
aware of—but, with the help of this 
column, you'll be kept in the loop 
about our developing community. 

Without out further delay, wel- 
come to the city of E-lympia.

Downtown newcomer shows promise

ess the merits of Mimi’s for Lunch, a 
new Asian eatery on Rice Howard 
Way. Their doors have barely been 
opena week, and though its clean, 
contemporary, well-exposed interi- 
or, peopled with well-dressed, cour- 
teous staff makes it look like a great 
place to watch the pedestrian traffic 
and sip a cocktail before attending a 
downtown cultural event, Mimi 
doesn’t have a liquor license yet. 

They do, however, have lunch, 
and that was what I was looking for 
the day I happened by. Mimi's 
menu boasts a “fusion” theme, 
which is to say its array of appetiz- 
ers (spring rolls, salad rolls, satay 


etc.), salads, soups and rice/noodle 
bowls bear a distinct Asian influ- 
ence. To my mind, such an outlet is 
a welcome addition to downtown 
lunchtime fare, since most Asian 
food available in this precinct issues 
from food courts. 

In fact, I had been craving a dose 
of pho, the Vietnamese beef noodle 
soup that I’ve rhapsodized over in 
this space on more than one occa- 
sion. Unfortunately most of my 
favourite pho outlets are located in 
Chinatown, which is beyond the 
reach of my lunch hour. So I was 
quite pleased that Mimi's offered 
beef noodle soup for not much 
more than you'd expect to pay in 
grottier environs ($6.50). In case this 
proved to be not quite enough food, 
I backed it up with an order of 
green onion cakes which, at $7 an 
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order, su rpassed the usual asking 
price but would doubtless justify 
this through quantity, thoughtful 
presentation or some unanticipated 
novelty. My co-diner availed him- 
self of a rock shrimp rice bow] 
($9.25), choosing ginger from the 
selection of sauces offered with this 
entrée 

The green onion cakes, despite 
my optimism, were merely green 
onion cakes. Two green onion cakes, 
with sweet chili dipping sauce 
Don’t get me wrong, they were fine 
examples of the form—crispy and 
flaky and green oniony, each cut 
into four segments for ease of han- 
dling, and with plenty of the sweet, 
spicy dip to ensure you didn’t run 
out—but not exactly value-priced. 

Our server, whose polite atten- 
tiveness was something less than 
nonchalant, was a little concerned | 
didn’t know what I was getting into 
with the soup and came out to 
explain to me that raw strips of beef 
would be dropped into the boiling 
broth, which would cook it as I ate. I

said I was okay with that, but for 
those of you who haven't had pho 
before, you’ve been warned 

The soup came in a fancy ceramic 
bowl that was rose up on one side, 
either to protect my co-diner from 
getting splashed while I slurped my

noodles, or to ensure he kept his 
chopsticks to himself. It wasn’t a 
Chinatown-sized portion, but.ade- 
quate for my needs and served with 
an elegant tray of sprouts, hoisin, 
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chili sauce, basil sprigs and a wedge 
of lime to apply according to my 
tastes. | stirred in the pink slips of 
raw beef, which were much leaner 
than one is used to seeing in a bowl 
of pho, seasoned at will and let the 
meat darken before digging in. It 
was entirely appetizing and, thanks 
to the handy splash-guard, I barely 
had to apologize to my co-diner at 
all 

He noted that his rice bow] was 
well-provided with tasty shrimp, 
and the lightly carbonized stir-fry 
vegetables and unevenly cooked 
rice were helped out by the rich gin- 
ger sauce, which was thoughtfully 
placed on the side so he could apply 
it at his own discretion 

As I’ve said, this assessment of 
Mimi's is likely premature—she’s 
probably still working out a few 
kinks and figuring out how to best 
serve her clientele. But she should 
know I'll be even more warmly 
inclined to her establishment if, next 
time I visit, she can serve me a beer.

Look who’s cheating 


Is it biology or societal pressure 
that makes women “monogamous”? 


“WHY DO MEN CHEAT?” ASKED 
a TV news promo that showed a man and a 
woman in a passionate embrace. “A surpris- 
ing new study says the answer might be in 
their genes.” A cynic might say: And that’s 
news? That's olds (to quote British novelist 
Terry Pratchett's brilliant satire of the news 
business, The Truth). True or not, the notion 
that men are “hard-wired” by evolution to 
spread their seed while women are predis- 
posed to seek monogamous relationships 
has been around for years. 

Many feminists have been highly critical 
of evolutionary psychology, which they see 
as validating gender stereotypes and 
upholding the status quo. The feminist 
denial of biological differences between men 
and women can certainly go to extremes; 
some even argue that the very idea of two 
sexes is just a cultural construct. Yet to some 
extent, the feminist critique is on target. 
Particularly by the time it trickles down into 
popular culture, the evolutionary view of 
male and female behavior can often be sim- 
plistic and divisive. 

The new study, conducted by Bradley 
University psychologist David Schmitt and 
published in the Journal of Personality and 
Social Psychology, is impressive in its scope: 
It involved 16,288 college students from 50 
countries in the Americas, Europe, Africa, 
Asia, and Australia. Men and women were 
asked how many partners they would like 
to have in the next month. The average 
response from men was 1.87 and from 
women, 0.78; more than a quarter of men 
and just five percent of women said they 
wanted more than one partner in the next 
month. Over the next 10 years, men wanted 
an average of nearly six partners; women, 
just over two. 


Since the greater male preference for sexu- 
al variety was found in every country 
included in the study, some evolutionary 
psychologists have hailed the Schmitt study 
as definitive, irrefutable evidence that these 
differences are indeed biological. 

Not so fast, critics say. Some degree of a 
sexual double standard that stigmatizes 
promiscuity for women but condones or 
even encourages it for men exists in every 
one of the cultures included in the study. It’s 
not surprising that women’s and men’s 
responses would reflect these attitudes. A 
man may feel that expressing a desire for 
more sexual partners makes him look more 
virile; a woman may feel that it makes her 
look like a slut. 

Consider another recent study by Ohio 
State University psychologist Terri Fisher, 
appearing in the Journal of Sex Research. 
Fisher had college students fill out question- 
naires about their sexual experiences and 
attitudes. Some of them completed the ques- 
tionnaires while hooked up to a polygraph 
machine, which they were told would detect 
any dishonesty (though in fact the machines 
didn’t work). Others filled out the surveys 
alone in a room, assured of anonymity. The 
third group filled out the surveys alone ina 
room with the door open and the researcher 
sitting outside, and were told the researcher 
might see their answers. 

The women in the last group reported an 
average of 2.4 sexual partners in their life- 
time. However, women reported an average 
of 3.4 partners when assured of 
anonymity—and 4.4 when hooked up to the 
“lie detector.” The women in the last two 
groups also reported having sex for the first 
time at an earlier age. For men, the results 
were virtually the same regardless of the

tionnaire—except that men reported losing 
their virginity at an earlier age when they 
were not assured of anonymity. In other 
words, men’s and women’s reports of their 
sexual behavior are influenced by stereotyp- 
ical social expectations. Surprise, surprise. 
One might argue that the universality of 
the sexual double standard suggests that it’s 
rooted in biology. And to some extent, it is. 
For most of history, before reliable contra- 
ception existed, the cost of sex was much 
higher for women than for men; no wonder 
parents were more concerned about protect- 
ing the chastity of daughters. Men’s uncer- 
tainty about their paternity also led to harsh 
restrictions on women’s sexual behavior. 


Reports of sexual 
behaviour are 
influenced by 
societal expectations.

But there is no reason to believe that this 
legacy is impervious to social change. In 
Schmitt's study, sex differences were consis 
tent across cultures yet women’s and men’s 
choices were more similar in more egalitari- 
an societies. Other research shows that while 
men are more interested in casual sex than 
women, the ideal for the vast majority of 
women and men alike is sex in a loving, 
monogamous relationship. 

There is, obviously, no benefit in denying 
real gender differences. But sex stereotypes 
that are the stuff of late-night comedy rou- 
tines don’t help, either. Too often, they 
obscure what we all have in common as 
human beings.

Helen Fisher says love should be treated 
like an addictive substance 


T'S COMFORTING KNOWING THAT 
even Dr. Helen Fisher, one of the great- 
est experts on love, has had those 
moments of weakness. 

“There have been times in my own life 
when I say, ‘I’m not going to call him, 
|'m really not going to call him’—as |'m 
walking to the phone to make the call,” 
she laughs over the phone from her New 
York office. 

Such is the power of romantic love, 
says Fisher, who has just published her 
latest study on the subject, Why We 
Love: The Nature and Chemistry of 
Romantic Love (Henry Holt, New York). 

“In the book, | recommend that one 
treat [love] as an addictive substance,” 
she says. 

That's because romantic love is a 
basic mating drive associated with one 
of the most powerful chemicals in the 
body: dopamine (the one associated with 
all the other addictions). 

In fact, when Fisher did scans on men 
and women who were madly in love, she 
discovered that their brains produced 
higher levels of this natural stimulant, 
which is linked to feelings of elation and 


love is the drug,” as the song 
goes, understanding its nature can help 
curb your addiction. 

When it’s going well, fine, enjoy your 
addiction; but just as people are addicted 
to cocaine and can learn to curb it,” says 

S “you can curb your addiction to 
get out of it when it's bad for 


HEAD, MEET WALL 


Unfortunately, just to make things a 

more challenging, Mother Nature 

s devised it so that our addiction actu- 
ally becomes stronger in the face of 
adversity. 

That's because love-related dopamine 
occurs in the “rewards system” of the 
brain, Fisher explains. “When the brain 
realizes that a reward is delayed in com- 
ing, other parts of the reward system— 
those associated with motivation and 
focused attention—sustain their activi- 
ty.” 

In other words, when we get dumped 
or someone we fall for doesn’t return the 
love, we often become even more 
focused on getting that person's atten- 
tion. To add insult to injury, the stress 
involved with not getting what you want 
{urther elevates the brain’s dopamine 
levels. Fisher. coined the term 

Frustration Attraction” to explain this 
condition. Most of us call it obsession. 

__ And if you’re one of these people who 
think romantic love and sex can't be sep- 
arated, think again. Fisher says the brain 
System tied to romantic love is not tied 
to reproduction. 

“I've had an eight- year-old boy per- 
‘ectly describe being madly in love with 
an eight-year-old girl, and he wasn't 
ae of having babies wn her,” says 

isher. 

And ina study of people siged 16-60, 
fisher says, they found no difference in 
he amount of passion displayed. 

Fisher believes romantic love evolved 
like this for adaptive reasons. 

“The young are practicing how ae 
feel an re 


ple can become equally messed up by 
l'amour. 

In fact, in her research surveys gays 
and lesbian showed more of the “sweaty 
palm syndrome” we commonly associate 
with love. 

This falls in line with Fisher’s theory 
that love becomes stronger in the face of 
adversity. “Homosexuals experience 
more barriers to their relationships in 
our culture,” Fisher explains. “For exam- 
ple, heterosexuals can give each other a 
peck on the cheek when out in public 
without a thought, something gay people 
can't always do.” This, and similar ges- 
tures, are small but important signs that 
go a long way to constantly reinforce 
romantic love, says Fisher

But romantic love does, of course, 
play a role in reproduction. 

“The sex drive evolved to get you out 
there looking for anything at all, or close 
to anything at all,” explains Fisher. 
“Romantic love evolved to allow you to 
focus that mating energy on just one ata 
time, thereby conserving mating time 
and energy.” 

And once you invest time and eneray 
into one mate, most of us aren't willing 
to let go without a fight. 

In her book, Fisher explains “aban- 
donment rage” and the “terrible despair 
fresponse”—that exquisite feeling of 
absolute devastation when someone 
leaves you. But despite the humiliation of 
throwing yourself drunkenly at your ex at 
parties, Fisher insists that begging him 
or her to take you back makes evolution- 
ary sense. / 


SHE STILL EATS CAKE 


“You've already expended an enor- 
mous amount of energy on this individ- 
ual,” she explains. “It's adaptive to cry 
and scream and try to win them back, 
because you might be winning the most 
important thing on earth, which is a 
viable mating partner.” 

In the case of “abandonment rage,” 
once again, nature's got it all figured out. 
If you're angry enough, you're more like- 
ly to toss a lover's sorry ass out on the 
street or to simply move out and on.
